‘THROUGH STAMPS 

Among othef stamps that show 
waterfalls, is the beautiful sét of 
atx airmail stamps, all of the same 
design, issued by the Dominican 
Republic in 1946 and 1947. This set 
shows the Jimenoa Falls. 

Where is the Dominican Repub- 
Ne? Is it a large or small country? 
On what river do we find Jimenoa 
Falls? 

A map is handy, and we find the 
Dominican Republic is located on 
an island in the West Indies, not 
very far from United States, So, 
‘boys and girls, lets take a trip with 
our stamps and geography to ‘the 
island in the Caribbean Sea where 
this small Republic is found. 

The Dominican Republic, also 
ealled Hispanola and Santo Dom- 
ingo, is the land Columbus loved. 
Columbus visited this island on his 
first voyage, and several times la- 
ter. Because of its mountainous 
terrain, it bas also bee called the 
Switzerland of the Caribbean. In 
the mountain range called “Cordil- 
lera Central”, is the highest peak 
of the West Indies, Pico Trujillo, 
10,300 feet high. 

Not far from the great peak, the 
river Yaque del Norte begins. The 
Jimenoa Falls are located on the 
Jmenoa river, a small'tributary to 


the Yaque del Norte, near the fa- 
mous mountain resort of Jaraba- 
coa. The Yaque del Norte river 
continues on past Jarabacoa, Vega 
and Santiago and northwest 
through what is called the “Cibas” 
region, and empties into the At- 
lantic Ocean, about two miles 
from Monte Christi; total distance 
of about 125 miles. The Cibas re- 
gion is a very fertile fruit growing 


| valley. The iand here is so fertile 


that wooden fence posts sometimes 
have to be trimmed, to prevent 
them from growing into trees! 

‘The beautiful Jimenoa Falls have 
an interesting legend attached to 
them. It is said that about 1800, a 
wealthy Spaniard, living near here, 
was once ill-treating some slaves, 
when a priest or monk passed by 
and upbraided him. This angered 
the Spaniard, and he knocked the 
prist into the falls where he was 
killed. Soon after this, the Span- 
jard’s wife took sick and died. Be- 
lieving this to be a punishment or 
vengeance on him for his crime, 
the man decided to leave at once. 
So he and his ‘only son, a small 
baby, whom he dearly loved, 
mounted a horse and started. But 
their road led by the falls, As they 
fled, the noise of the falls frighten- 
ed the horse so he got out of con- 


trol, and. finally Jost his. balance 
and fell, horse, man and baby into 
the falls where all were killed, To 
this day, natives claim that at 
times you can hear the shriek of 
a man, the cry of the baby and the 
terrified neighing of the horse, 
through the thunder of the falls. 

The story cannot be proved to-
